When  we  stop 
to  think  of  the  real  “peppy”  spirit  which  has  been  developed 
during  the  past  year,  in  this  old  school,  and  of  the  good  will  of 
our  fellow  students  toward  us,  we  naturally  ask,  “To  whom  does 
credit  for  such  achievement  go?”  After  giving  it  a  worth  while 
thought,  it  becomes  plainly  visible;  such  things  are  accom¬ 
plished  only  by  the  student  body  Presidencies.  It  is  upon  those, 
who  hold  this  office,  that  the  burden  of  helping  build  fellow 
students  falls,  and  in  passing — let  us  take  with  us  those  goodly 
thoughts,  actions  and  examples  which  have  been  given  us  by 
our  Student  Body  Presidency  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  and  twenty-three.
